An Act for the better security of Labor­ 
er», Mechanic», and other», in certain 
Companies. 
8íctio5 1. Be it enacted by the Sen 
ato and House of Representativos of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
General Assembly met, and it is here­ 
by enacted by authority of tho same, 
That for the purpose of providing addi 
tional security for the payment of la­ 
borers, operatives, mechanics, and oth­ 
er bona fide creditors for services ren­ 
dered, or to be rendered, Bupplios and 
materials to be furnishod, fbr any coal, 
iron, canal navigation, railroad, or 
turnpike company, 
incorporated ’ in 
whole or in purt by tho laws of tho 
Commonwealth, that it shall bo lawful 
and competent for any such company 
to execute a Iiin or liens, or instrument 
of writing sufficient thoreto, with inven­ 
tory attached and attested by the com­ 
mon seal of said company, if.««id com­ 
pany have such common seal, and if 
said company have no common seal, 
then th* said instrument of writing to 
be signed by the President, Board of 
Directors or Managers, and attested by 
the Secretary, to a trustee or trustees, 
upon any or all such wagons, teams, 
horses, mules, cars, carts, Boats, equip­ 
ments, engines, tools and machinery 
used in conduoting the business of any 
such company, to be held by said trus­ 
tee or trustees for tho sole purpose or 
purposes aforesaid, until said debts here­ 
in contemplated are fully discharged, 
by the sale thereof, or otherwise.

vided, That the said instrument or in­ 
struments of writing be recordad in 
the office for recording deeds, in tho 
respective counties wherein said com­ 
panies transact business, within thirty 
days from the execution thereof.

The Giant of the World. 


Some weeks ago we gave a few facts 


in regard to the weight and dimensions 
of Miles Darden, who died in Tennessee, 
and was said to be the largest man in 
the world. 
Tho Jackson Whig has the 


following additional particulars of the 
deceased, furnished by the Bev. John 
Brooks: 


He was, twice married. His children 


arc very large, but probably none of 
them will ever be more than half the 
weight of their father. 
He was quite 


active and lively,and labored until about 
four years ago when he became so fleshy 
that., he had to be compelled to stay at 
home, or be hauled about in a two horse 
wagon. 


In 1849 he made a contract with a 


tailor to.furuibh him with a suit. of. 
clothes for 850—the cloth was to. cost 
§5 a yar,d.. Upon measurement il took 


j twelve yards of cloth. 
So the tailor 


' lost ten dollars and the making. 
The 


tailor states that three men each weigh- 
ing over, two hundred pounds, put the 
coat on, buttoned it around them, and 
walked across the square at Lexington. 
In 1850 it took 13J yards of flax cloth, 
a yard wide, to make him a coat. It 
took 10 yards of cambric for his shroud; 
twenty-four yards of black, velvet to 
cover the sides and lid of his coffin; and 
a hundred and .twenty-five feet of plank 
to. make bis coffin. 


His coffin was eight feet long; across 


the breast thirty-two inches; across the 
head eighteen inches; across the foot 
fourteen inches, lie weighed in 1845. 
eight hundred and seventy-one .pounds. 
His height was seven feet six inchus.— 
liis weight when he died, as nearly as 
could be ascertained was a fraction over 
1000 pounds.

The Specie Coming. 


The steamer Baltic brought, a 


days ago, from Liverpool £72,699— 
that is, $363,462. 
The day before the 


Baltic left it was said to have been as- 
certained that £270,000 ($1,350,000) 
more, just received in England by the 
Red Jacket from Australia, had all 
been taken up for tho United States. 
This would no doubt be forwarded by 
the succeeding steamer, now duo at 
New York, so that it may bo said we 
have, right, off, an aggregate of &1.713,- 
492 from England, while the California 
steamer, due in a few days, it is reason- 
able to expect will bring at least 81,- 
500,000 in addition. If wo add to these 
contributions which may bo looked for 
from Havana, it is not an unreasonable 
calculation that the close of this week, 
will find New York at least some three 
millions and a quarter stronger in spe- 
cie than was the case a week ago. 


Former Bank Suspensions. 
The first general suspension of specie 


payments by banks occurred in 1814, 
immediately after the capture of the 
city of Washington by the British. 
The banks of New York and all the 
South and West suspended, and did not 
resume for three or four years. 


The general suspension in 1837, be- 


gan at New York, May 10th, and the 
next day the banks of .Boston, Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore followed. The 
banks of Cincinnati suspended on the 
17th. 


A general resumption of specie pay- 


ments was attempted in 1«39, but a 
targe proportion of tho banks did not 
succeed in the operation, and a univer- 
sal resumption was not effected until 
1P48 and 1844. 


The suspension in New York in 1837 


was preceded by a period of unprece- 
dented commercial distress. 
Three 


hundred heavy firms failed there that 
spring, with liabilities estimated at 
140,000,000, and it was said that 20,000 
men, dependent on their daily labor for 
their support, were thrown out of em- 
ployment. Tbo pressure was equally 
severe in other places; one hundred 
and sixty-eig'at firms failed in Boston 
during the MX mouths preceding the 
suspension.

this stoppage of our national prosperity 
—inflated paper currency—and substi- 
tute in its place a currency of fixed, 
certain value. This will infuse confi- 
dence into all departments of business, 
and remove the clond which now lowers 
over the homes and hearths of our peo- 
ple. That duty must be met and per- 
formed by men of all political parties if 
they would see their country perma- 
nently prosperous.—Pennsylvanian. 


The State Finances.—There is a vast 


difference in the condition of the State 
Treasury now, from what it was when' 
the "hard times" of 1837 came on.— 
Then, tho State was literally bankrupt 
—she could not pay the interest on her 
bonds, nor the debts contracted for 
work on her internal improvements; 
and before she could get out of her dif- 
ficulties, she was forced to the despe- 
rate extremity of taking a loan of over 
two millions from tho Banks of the 
" relief" notes which afterwards be- 
came a rank offence in the nostrils of 
the people. Now, however, the State 
Treasury has plenty of funds to meet 
all the demands upon it, and a hand- 
some surplus besides. The books of 
the Department show that the balance 
in the Treasury on the 30th of Septem- 
ber, was 9480,6*22,72—nearly half a 
million of dollars. This excess, so soon 
after the half-yearly payment of the in- 
terest due upon the State debt, shows 


again in quiescence.

Important Law. 


The following bill was passed at the 


recent extra session of the Legisla 
turo, and became a law on the 13th 
ultimo 
An Act for the better security of Labor- 


ers, Mechanics, and otliers, in certain 
Companies. 
SECTION 1. Be it enaeted by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
General Assembly met, and it it here- 
by enacted by authority of the same, 
That for tho purpose of providing addi- 
tional security for the payment of la- 
borers, operatives, mechanics, and oth- 
er bona fide creditors for services ren- 
dered, or to be rendered, supplies and 
materials to bo furnished, for any coal, 
iron, canal navigation, railroad, or 
turnpike company, incorporated "in 
whole or in part by tho laws of the 
Commonwealth, that it shall be lawful 
and competent for any such company 
to execute a hen or liens, or instrument 
of writing sufficient thereto, with inven- 
tory attached and attested by tho com- 
mon seal of said company, it' said com- 
pany have such common seal, and if 
said company have no common seal, 
then the said instrument of writing to 
be signed by the President, Board of 
Directors or Managers, and attested by 
the Secretary, to a trustee or trustees, 
upon any or all such wagons, teams, 
horses, mules, cars, carts, boats, equip- 
ments, engines, tools and machinery 
used in conducting the business of any 
such company, to bo held by said trus- 
tee or trustees for tho sole purpose or 
purposes aforesaid, until said debts here- 
in contemplated arc fully discharged, 
by the sale thereof, or otherwise. Pro- 
vided, That the said instrument or in- 
struments of writing be recorded in 
the office for recording deeds, in the 
respective counties wherein said com- 
panies transact business, within thirty 
days from the execution thereof. Pro- 
vided further, That this act shall con- 
tinue in force until the first day of Feb- 
ruary, 1859, and no longer, unless ex- 
tended by subsequent legislation.
